An Outline of Modern Dairying 


By H. R. LASCELLES 


work, it has been my privilege to study the methods in 

use in hundreds of different communities in many dif- 
ferent States. Leaders in these communities stress differ- 
ent phases of the industry, often at the total exclusion of 
other phases, with the apparent result that frequently their 
dairy program is not properly balanced. While it is true 
that in certain sections there is a need to stress some 
phases of the industry more than others, I think you will 
agree that where all of these vital portions of the industry 
are being equally emphasized there you will find the most 
prosperous type of dairying. 

The purpose of this article is to try to picture in a 
graphic form these several important phases of this great 
industry. A study of the diagram will reveal the fact that 
the proper employment of all of these principles leads to 
the same identical goal in each case so if all of these prin- 
ciples are working in a given community there will be a 
greater chance of developing profitable dairying than in 
the community that is only bending its efforts along one or 
two particular phases of activity, 

Before discussing the accompanying diagram I wish to 
say first that it is not all-inclusive by any means. For 
example the press is not mentioned, yet there is probably 
no greater instrument in the moulding of opinion and in 
successfully portraying the profitable experiences of others 
for the guidance of the student of better dairy practices. 
The press, as well as the activities of the State Agricul- 
tural Colleges, is completely omitted from this outline for 
the obvious reason that they both are active along prac- 
tically every phase of the industry and have no especial 
bearing on any one single phase thereof, There is also the 
connection of the Federal Farm Board and other Govern- 
mental agencies in setting up cooperative marketing or- 
ganizations, and in providing funds for agricultural exten- 
sion work, but in these cases the objects themselves are 
covered without reference to the agents. 


A first glance at the graph shows that profitable dairy- 
ing is primarily dependent upon two kinds of effort; name- 
ly individual and cooperative. A further study reveals the 
interesting fact that individual effort almost exclusively 
has to do with production on the farm at a more efficient 
cost, while cooperative endeavor almost exclusively has 
to do with the sale of the product for a higher price. 
Hence in our strivings to retain a part of our individual- 
ism as farmers in this day of mass production and train 
load sales, it is apparent that we can in great measure con- 
tinue to produce economically through our own individual 
effort without regard to the opinions or assistance of 
others, but when it comes to market advantageously that 
which we produce, it becomes essential that we give con- 
sideration to the advantages that a cooperative marketing 
system invites. 

There are certain exceptions to the idea that produc- 


[ the course of my observations in dairy extension 


tion can be wholly an individualistic program. For 
example, under certain conditions in some communities 
and with proper safeguards, the cooperative buying of herd 
sires and the consequent formation of bull associations 
has been successful, though not so in every case. In these 
cases ‘“‘Cooperative Bull Associations” would have to 
appear as a part of our phase named “Breeding” under 
“Efficient Production Principles’. Cooperative buying of 
feeds has proved successful in some sections, and most 
certainly the dairy herd improvement associations have 
been among the greatest single factors in the development 
of profitable dairying, and these are cooperative groups 
dealing exclusively with the production side of the ques- 
tion. They are, however, merely a means toward the end 
and that is greater detailed knowledge to the individual 
farmer in his individual operations. 


There may be a few other exceptions to the general 
thought that greater production at lower cost per unit in- 
volves individual effort, individual management, and the 
individual study and application of the fundamentals of 
the business. Chief among these fundamentals we must 
consider breeding, feeding, and care, without which it is 
pretty safe to say there need be no cooperative organiza- 
tion to market that which is produced, for production with 
inefficient cows, improper feeds and bad management will 
very shortly need no market. Frequently I have noticed 
that communities make this very mistake in establishing 
a market before there is volume enough to support that 
market. In schemes of this kind that are cooperatively 
owned, the investor usually does well if he gets out 50% 
what he puts in. All too frequently the investor is the pro- 
ducer himself who can ill afford to lose in this manner, 

The graph shows that individual effort involves quality 
produced on the farm, which in turn results in a higher 
price for the manufactured product, or in the case of a 
milk business, the higher price is still in evidence. The 
retail producer of a quality product does not have to cut 
his price to compete with a retail producer of a non-quality 
product, but the real quality has to be there—not just the 
advertising. It is often hard to convince the producer of 
the imperative necessity of producing a quality product. 
Where he owns a share in a cooperative creamery it is 
not quite so hard because he can more readily see that the 
buttermaker, in turning out a higher quality of butter, 
derives a greater market price therefrom. No buttermaker 
can manufacture fancy butter from poor cream, and there 
are many consumers who are particular about the butter 
that they eat. Consequently those particular consumers 
are not going to eat that butter made out of low grade 
cream if they can find better, and when we make it hard 
for the consumer to buy the quality he wants we are 
diminishing our potential market just that much, and in- 
cidentally we are giving the so-called butter substitutes 
something to talk about.

Not long ago I visited a certain community. The high 
cow in the first herd that I saw had completed a D. H. I. 
A. record of 160 pounds of butterfat, The second herd 
had as its high cow a 202 pound fat individual and other 
herds in the community showed equally low production. 
The owner of the second herd was a man of considerable 
prestige in the community. He had purchased these grade 
cows at $150 per head from a dairy section with the idea 
of building up the community through dairying. They 
were now talking about getting in a few pure breds since 
the grades did not seem to be coming up to expectations. 
I asked myself, “What is wrong with this picture?” The 
answer come to me “An unbalanced system of dairying”. 


These $150 cows were probably worth close to $150 per 
head when they were bought. When I saw them they 


were standing in a forlorn looking shed with timothy hay 
to eat and showing every evidence that they had not re- 
ceived a bite of grain since they left their native heath. 
Now this man operated the local bank, was well thought

of, and was conscientiously trying to build up his com- 


munuity. 


He was sold on the 


idea 


of dairying for his 


community, but he knew nothing about how to feed those 
cows or how to take care of them. His market was good, 
but two of the three fundamental phases of the industry 
were lacking;namely feed and detailed management. My 
guess is that if these two phases are not shortly introduced 
there will be no need for that good market. 


Incidentally it makes a great newspaper story for the 


local editor 


of the weekly paper to bring in several car 


loads of dairy cattle to a new community where dairying 
has never been practised extensively, but it is mighty poor 
business in the long run unless those who intend to care 
for the cattle have a knowledge of the different phases of 
the industry and first realize the three principal ones, 
namely breeding, feeding and detailed management.

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Two Interesting Days

accomplish much in a short time. It was my pleas- 

ure to spend two very pleasant days recently that 
will illustrate this point. Leaving Syracuse at 10 o’clock 
on a Wednesday evening, I arrived in Newark, N. J., about 
7:30 the next morning. Mark Keeney, the energetic man- 
ager of Overbrook Dairy, met me at the train and a highly 
pleasant morning was spent in giving that outstanding 
public institution herd the once-over. By motor then to 
the Walker-Gordon Farms for the ceremonies dedicating 
their new system of milk production. The story of this 
afternoon has already been told, and we shall soon pre- 
sent a little story of Overbrook. So we will pass those de- 
tails at this time. 


At Walker-Gordon Farms we accepted an invitation from 
Paul Misner to ride back to Maryland with his party, 
which included Granville Hibbard of Brooklandwood and 
G. A. Burdick,now in charge of the Maryland Masonic 
Home Farm “Bonnie Blink’, in the Burdick Buick. This 
was a drive of nearly 200 miles after four p. m., but friend 
Burdick knows how to eat up the miles without reference 
to traffic signs—and let the cross traffic look out for it- 
self. At one stage of the proceedings, it looked as though 
one of the drivers must be unfamiliar with our rules—but 
we gave him a lesson, missing out by the proverbial gnat’s 
eyelash on making it permanent all around. However, we 
finally landed safe and sound in Baltimore, ready for 


whatever the next day might bring forth—and it was 
plenty.

Essex Farm. 


Under Paul Misner’s guidance, the first port of call was 
the Essex Farm of John M. Dennis & Son at Riderwood. 
Ralph Ash is now in charge and able to discourse interes- 
tingly on his charges as always. While Westview De Kol 
Walker, Mr. Dennis’ former pride and joy, has now 
passed on, she leaves three splendid daughters. The 
oldest of these is having a bit of breeding trouble, but her 
one daughter by Essex King Colantha is about the nicest 
thing in the herd today to my way of thinking. It was just 
about a toss up at that between her and Prilly Creator 
Heather Queen, a daughter of King Segis Alcartra Prilly 
from a Creator dam. They are a pair of young cows that 
ought to be heard from later on. Among the older and 
better known record makers in the herd, we were pleased 
to renew acquaintance with Pabst Prilly Belmont and 
Dutchland Creamelle Melisse Lass, both state record hold- 
ers as I recall it—and chosen as the dams of the two pres- 
ent herd sires. The Melisse bull is by Essex King Prilly 
Walker (son of Westview De Kol Walker) and the Bel- 
mont bull by Paul Ormsby Korndyke Posch—former Lilli- 
berk herd sire. Those calves and heifers which Vid Vye 
selected in the Lilliberk dispersal have certainly develop- 
ed into strong additions to the Essex herd. Mr. Dennis 
and Mac joined us for a brief visit during the tour of 
inspection, which was much enjoyed. 


Beem 
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Brooklandwood 

Next we dropped in at Brooklandwood, where Granville 
Hibbard is making a great success of his direct marketing 
of the products of the dairy and farm. The Guernsey sec- 
tion is claiming chief interest of the owner as a breeding 
project. The Holsteins provide the volume of production 
which pays the bills. This statement is not made with 
official sanction but is merely an inference of this observ- 
er—perhaps not entirely unmprejudiced. Our time was quite 
limited and as the Holsteins were outside in the rain—the 
first in this section since the last of June—our inspection 
was confined largely to the string of Guernseys on test. 
They have some real ones. 

Dunloggin 

This was my first visit here and it was one that I had 
been looking forward to with keenest anticipation for I 
knew something of the program they have been working 
out. May I say at the outset that the reality surpassed 
my highest expectations. A little over two years ago this 
broad expanse of fertile acres was just cut over timber 
land—a mass of stumps—which they were “done logging” 
hence the significance of the name. The owner, Mr. J. C. 
Natwick, is an extensive lumber operator, but a sincere 
lover of fine live stock and greatly interested in the de- 
velopment of a breeding establishment here that will ac- 
complish something constructive. With Paul Misner ac- 
tively at the helm, it is no exaggeration to say that they 
are making real progress along the line of this ideal. One 
of the best practical plants we have seen houses the pro- 
ject—and that beauty has been combined with utility in 
these buildings, is evident from the accompanying pic- 
tures. Commencing with the calves, we find a large airy 
section where they run knee-deep in bedding—with no in- 
dividual stalls—which Paul prefers on account of the 
greater opportunity for exercise afforded. The older heif- 
ers are similarly housed with free access to a large exer- 
cise yard carrying a southern exposure. The fittings for 
hay mangers and enclosure were found principally in dis- 
carded water pipe, cleaned up and attractively painted. 
Construction of new ‘“‘shed’’—something of a misnomer for 
so fine a structure—had recently been completed to con- 
tinue the open air treatment for bred heifers. The cow 
accomodations are in the form of box stalls in one barn 
and tie stalls in another—no stanchions. The latter are 
4’ 8” wide and provide a maximum of comfort and free- 
dom for the cow with economy of space. 


The herd at the day of my visit numbered 164 head, with 
48 calves due within the next four months. Of these, I 
was interested to note, 28 will be The Laird of Dunloggin 
by Pabst American Beauty—the son of Pabst American 
Beauty by King Segis Alcartra Prilly. This bull, by the 
way, is getting a pleasing lot of youngsters none of which 
are yet old enough to be in production. Only four calves 
have been born thus far by The Laird—and they are mere 
babies—but each and every one has their father’s broad

square rump and look of strength with quality that is high- 
ly pleasing. The oldest of these is the young son of 
Strathmore Ruby Matchless, the great two-year-old winner 
at Eastern States. He is named Dunloggin Matchless 
Laird and is to be retained for later use in the herd. 
Other babies in the calf barn that have been marked for 
use in the future breeding program at Dunloggin are Dun- 
loggin Obliging Lad, Bloodwood Johanna Jewel’s baby by 
“Prilly’—Waterloo show visitors will understand the sig- 
nificance of the name—and Dunloggin Dreamer by “Prilly” 
—the son of American Beauty out of Dutchland Pietertje 
Pauline Girl, that grand old Dutchland matron and one of 
the oustanding cows in the herd. She has now been bred 
back to Dutchland Colantha The Great to help perpetuate 
a proven worthwhile combination. Added to these herd 
sires—present and prospective—will be two more who had 
not yet been delivered to the farm at the time of my visit. 
These are North Star Champion, ten-year-old son of Jo- 
hanna Bonheur Champion out of W. S. Moscrip’s famous 
old foundation, Gelschecola Clyde, recently purchased 
from Mr. Moscrip and H. A. Brace & Sons of Wisconsin— 
and King Bessie Mabel Susie, one of the richest bred 
calves of the breed, whose purchase from Elmwood in 
company with John Bell, has just been announced, This 
youngster, as the name indicates, is a son of King Bessie 
Ormsby Pietertje, and his dam is none other than Bell 
Farm Susie, famous 880-lb. fat daughter of “White Susie” 
by King Mabel Segis Korndyke. The first six generations 
in this pedigree show a most unusual combination and in- 
tensification of the blood of the recognized great foun- 
dation dams and sires of the breed. They are expecting— 
and are justified too—very great things from this young- 
ster in coming years. 

And now we come to the cows. Bloodwood Johanna 
Jewel, Waterloo and Eastern States senstational grand 
champion, was, of course, a center of attraction. She 
had rather a severe time calving at Waterloo, but from all 
indications her udder will come through its serious in- 
flammation unimpaired. Her record, however, will have 
to wait another year when it is hoped to demonstrate her 
real ability as a producer. Strathmore Ruby Matchless, 
the two-year-old, has come out of her pneumonia attack in 
fine shape, is now milking well over fifty pounds a day 
under just maintenance rations, a grand prospect for fur- 
ther honors. Both Ruby and Bloodwood are scheduled to 
be bred to King Bessie Ormsby Pietertje a little later— 
more herd sire material of a high order. Another star of 
the herd—Hollyhock Piebe Fobes—was at Winterthur 
Farms being bred to “Judge”, son of Bess Johanna 
Ormsby, and she is reported to be safely settled. I re- 
newed acquaintance with two old friends from Dutch- 
land—Dutchland Butter Girl Echo and Dutchland 
Pietertje Pauline Girl, a grand pair of great producing 
matrons. The string includes quite a line up of daugh- 
ters of King of the Ormsbys, “Boast”, “Best” and other 
Winterthur sires as well as Creator, Ormsby Korndyke 
Lad, Abgeweit Pluto, etc. One of the outstanding groups 
of sisters is made up of five daughters of Pietertje Ormsby 
Mercedes and Della—regular milk wagons. Cherry Bank 
Queen and Holwis Beauty look even better than they did on 
their successful show circuit.

star you may hear from at the 1931 shows—Blossom Burke 
Homestead, a daughter of Canary Fobes Bessie Homestead. 
Though built on no such heroic pattern as Bloodwood, she 
may make any of them step another year. 

The whole milking herd has recently placed on a three- 
time-a-day milking schedule—6:30, 2:30 and 10:30—with a 
surprisingly small drop for the former four-timers as a re- 
sult of the change. Thiry-nine head were in milk the day 
of my visit—and the whole lot the day before—from ac- 
tual computation from the milk sheet—produced 1878.7 
lbs. milk, an average of 48 lbs. The number included nine 
two-year-old heifers and eight within two months of next 
calving, which makes fine average all the more creditable. 


Anderson’s Farm 


No visit to the Baltimore section is complete for a Hol- 
stein enthusiast without a visit to Anderson’s Farm at 
Woodlawn. So with my guide, we dropped in for a brief 
call. Charlie Anderson was right on the job, as was like- 
wise John Roberts, who is herdsman here following many 
successful years in a similiar capacity at Dutchland Farms. 
John finds plenty of material in the herd to keep him from 
getting homesick, as the Anderson’s have been liberal pa- 
trons of Dutchland in years past. Dutchland Colantha 
The Great, former Dutchland herd sire and always con- 
sidered by Messrs. Field and Upton as the strongest Co- 
lantha-bred bull of all their years of effort. heads the herd 
with a son of Sir Inka May as a side-kick. “The Great” 
is looking fine and breeding fine too; and his owners were 
especially pleased to get eight heifers out of the first ten 
calves dropped to his service. They look mighty promising. 
A recent addition to the herd was Dutchland Aaggie Olive 
Duplicate, “Great’s” highest record daughter with over 
900 lbs. butter at 30 months. Her dam, Dutchland Aaggie 
Olive, has over 1,000 lbs. fat and 32,000 lbs. milk, and the 
daughter may beat the dam before her career is ended. 
She looks like that sort of a cow. Charlie Anderson was 
especially pleased to show me their new state record 
breaker, Liscomb Fobes Homstead Irene. She has made 
823 lbs. butter, 20,800 lbs. milk in 305 days, a swell in- 
dividual whose picture we hope to be able to publish later. 
The Anderson’s are still building their herd. This they 
are doing carefully from their own breeding operations. 
They are sure to be heard from more and more strongly 
as time goes on. 


This section surrounding Baltimore is generously dotted 
with beautiful estates, and fine live stock—both cattle and 
horses—is the rule. Even the cow men seem to find room 
or a hearty interest in the horses and the four great race 
tracks around Baltimore provide plenty of entertainment 
along this line throughout the year. Paul and I, therefore, 
determined to spend a part of the afternoon at Pimlico to 
absorb a little more local color. The track was sloppy, 
and the favorites likewise. Granville Hibberd and Charlie 
Anderson, both real racing fans, gave us the low-down, on 
which horses to back—but that was just the trouble they 
were still back when the winners were crossing the wire. 
Other innocents visiting Maryland will do well to consult 
with Granville and Charlie before investing—but better 
pick a dry day. That’s as far as we’ll go with our advice 
at this time.

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Why Herd Books? 


breed recording society exists fundamentally to 

maintain the purity of the pedigrees of the animals 

with which it is concerned. A published record in 
the form of a herd book is essential and no breed or breed 
society has ever made substantial or enduring progress 
without such a public record of registrations. 

In the absence of herd books, intelligent breeding is 
rendered practically impossible through lack of a source 
of available information for the study of blood lines. Pub- 
lic interest in a breed thus handicapped wanes and public 
confidence in an organization working thus in the dark 
follows the same course. A regularly published herd 
book, carrying all pedigree entries, is a fundamental of 
sound breed association policy, established through years 
and years of experience. To our knowledge it has never 
been successfully flouted. 


It is true that the expense of publishing herd books 
seems high in proportion to the number of breeders who 
regularly buy them and maintain complete sets for refer- 
ence. But it is by no means high when compared with 
the cost of not making a public record of registrations. 
Perhaps a leech can get by for a while—depending for its 
livlihood upon the activity of another—but there always 
comes a day of reckoning. 





Why Don’t You Write? 


E have been a bit disappointed thus far in the num- 
W ber of communications we have received from 

breeders on this subject of discontinuing the 
young heifer classes in our shows. We know from per- 
sonal contacts that the articles we recently presented on 
this subject have aroused great interest—but thus far it 
has not gone beyond the point of conversation with most 
of you. 

Why not write a letter for the Round Table setting 
forth your views on this whole important subject? The 
invitation is general because we cannot write a personal 
letter to every breeder who has convictions one way or 
the other. 


The Round Table is maintained for just such purposes 
as this, a place where the breeders can express their own 
opinions on matters of concern to the industry, Perhaps 
we have overestimated the importance of this subject, but 
we do not think so. 

If the high conditioning of these young animals for 
show purposes is harmful to their future usefulness, how 
can we avoid it in the future? Can we find some method of 
discouraging this high conditioning and still retain these 
interesting classes? Under existing rules, should the 
Association withdraw its offers of added prize money for 
the heifer calf and yearling heifer classes? Or will the 
common sense of the breeders themselves solve the prob- 
lem when they realize the price the industry is paying for 
the privilege of displaying over-fat calves? 

These are some of the things we want our readers to 
think about—and to discuss through the Round Table. 








National Futurity for 1933 


NNOUNCEMENT is received from Secretary 
A son, of the National Dairy Exposition, 
nominations for the 1933 Futurity include 303 dams 
and 85 sires, representing all breeds. Recognizing the fact 
that the larger the entry list the greater will be the value 
of these Futurity classes both from a publicity and a cash 
standpoint, the Exposition management announces a slight 
modification of the rules for this second Futurity to permit 
the entry of calves born since August 1, 1930 if the sires 
and dams are nominated before January 1, 1931.

MISSOURI ASSOCIATION HOLDS ANNUAL MEETING 


The annual meeting of the Missouri Holstein Friesian 
Association was held at Columbia, Mo., on October 30th in 
the Dairy Building of the University. President Glenn G. 
Davis was chairman of the meeting and the chief topic 
of business was the consideration of a 4-H club program 
by the State Association in cooperation with the college 
authorities. 

For the information of the Missouri members this pro- 
gram as adopted is printed herewith. 

“By action of the Missouri Holstein Friesian Associa- 
tion assembled at Columbia, October 30th, 1930, and 
through the cooperation of the university of Missouri Col- 
lege of Agriculture, this organization offers as a stimulus 
to 4-H dairy club boys and girls owning and exhibiting 
Holstein heifers at local, county or district shows a $30 
Bulova gold wrist watch to be awarded under the follow- 
ing conditions: 

1. There must be at least ten paid up members of the 
Missouri Holstein Friesian Association residing within the 
county or district applying. 

2. There must be at least five Holstein 4-H club heifers 
shown at the county or district club show, and these 
heifers must be owned in the names of the respective club 
members as of date July ist, 1931. 


3. Application for watches must be filed with the State 
Club agent, Columbia, Mo., by the County Agent, Club 
Agent or Club Leader prior to July ist, 1931. 

4. The record of the winning heifer must be complete, 
and must meet the approved standard of excellence. If 
the exhibitor cannot submit a satisfactory record, the 
watch will go to the next highest eligible competitor. 
Winners of watches are not eligible to compete for this 
prize at succeeding shows. No contestant shall compete 
at more than one show in the same year. 


5. Bonafide members of the 4-H dairy clubs in good 
standing in their club and county or district are the only 
ones eligible to compete. 


6. No watch shall be given to any exhibitor whose 
heifer lacks condition, care, finish and training, but the 
award shall go to the next highest competitor in the 
opinion of the judge. 

7. The list of judges eligible to place 4-H heifers at 
shows where these Holstein Friesian awards are offered 
will be prepared by the Executive Committee of the Mis- 
souri Holstein Friesian Association and a representative of 
the Dairy Department, University of Missouri, and a list 
of such eligible judges will be supplied to the proper offi- 
cers of each county or district making application for these 
awards. 


This proposition is to be presented by Mr. Glenn Davis 
to the County Agent’s conference at Columbia in Decem- 
ber, and all details of the work are being handled through 
Mr. Martin’s office at Columbia. Mr. Martin is the State 
Club leader and has expressed his intention of cooperating 
to the fullest extent with the Missouri Association on this 
program. It is seen from the nature of the program that 
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early reorganization of the Missouri clubs for 1931 work is 
necessary. 

Among the new officers for 1931 that were elected were 
Mr, Glenn Davis, Jefferson Barracks, Mo., as president; 
Mr. E. C. Adams, of Blue Springs, Mo., as vice-president; 
Mr. Coe Pritchett of St. Joseph, Mo., as State Association 
Secretary. Directors included Mr. Fred Schell of Liberty, 
Mo. and Mr. J. S. Whitaker of Walnut Grove, Mo.

fellow who comes along later and tries conscientiously to 
build a profitable dairy community out of it will have 
pretty tough sledding to say the least. New communities 
frequently fail in developing a dairy project because in 
their enthusiasm they buy anything and everything, fre- 
quently falling the victims of unscrupulous dealers who 
have no regard for their future. Is it not often the wisest 
policy to crawl before we walk? Would not the introduc- 
tion of a few good sires be of greater benefit to that com- 
munity than a car load of cows? 

May I suggest further study of the accompanying dia- 
gram? Prosperous agriculture is built through profitable 
live stock and efficient dairying, and the maximum of 
profit in the dairy industry depends upon the careful appli- 
cation of the phases outlined in this diagram.

The average price of $207 for the 
Eastern States Sale held at Spring- 
field, Mass., on October 30th compares 
favorably with auction prices through- 
out the country. The average for the 
1,823 head sold during the second 
quarter of 1930, according to Director 
Cooper of the National office. was 
$204, and for the 2,427 head sold dur- 
ing the first six months of 1930 was 
approximately $200. During the first 
quarter prices averaged 26% under 
1929 and during the second quarter 
20% under 1929, indicating that the 
trend of prices has been upward. 





Brattleboro Pavilion Sold 

The auction sale of The Brattleboro 
Sales Pavilion on November 17th to 
Raymond J. Pierce of the city of Brat- 
tleboro brings to an end the existence 
of this familiar sales plac2 which a 
few years ago was valued at $14,000. 
For several years this property, owned 
by the Pure Bred Live Stock Sales 
‘Company, has been in the hands of re- 
ceivers. It will now be put to other 
uses. 





The good herd developed by Natt 
Divoll of Bellows Falls, Vt., was sold 
on October 17th to Charles Bridge, 
Hazardville, Conn. The sale consisted 
of the 18 head of cows, ten of which 
were grand daughters of a son of old 
Prilly. The remainder were largely 
by a son of Dutchland Creamelle 
Korndyke Lad. Mr. Divoll, a success- 
ful breeder, attributes much of his ac- 
complishments to the influence of the 
son of Prilly. He was sold by Mr. 
Moyer to a western breeder for $10,- 
000, and later as an older bull was 
sold in the National Sale at Wor- 
cester, Mass., going to a Vermont 
breeder for $2,000, who sold him to Mr. 
Divoll at ten years of age. 





At the Sale in Springfield October 
30th, Mr. Divoll purchased a grandson 
of Creator with a 902-pound dam, a 
Maine bred cow sired by King Shep- 
ard Reliance, to mate with the young 
stock which he retained when selling 
his herd. The sire of this calf is out 
of Hollyhock Bess Sadie Rhoda—1,215 
pounds at 6% years.

man. 





The latest and most unusual method 
of exercising a bull has been de- 
veloped by C. R. Chapin’s Sons accord- 
ing to Edward Allen, Cow Tester for 
the First Chittenden Ass’n. in Ver- 
mont. Their herd sire has been 
trained to do odd jobs about the 
house, and in addition to being clever 
at tricks is said to drive with reins 
equally as well as any horse. 





Prices for Holstein cattle are re- 
iported to be stiffening considerably in 
Vermont. A dispersal sale on Novem- 
ber 5th of the grade herd of J. Robin- 
son Duff, West Windsor, containing 
105 head averaged approximately $120. 
Only 60 of these were milking cows, 
the remainder being made up partly 
of young stock and partly of dry cows. 
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Burton A. Corbett, Colebrook, N. H., 
was in Boston November 20-2l1st as a 
delegate to the New England Council. 
Mr. Corbett has 90 head of registered 
Holsteins headed by a Winterthur bull, 
a son of ‘Boast’. The first daughter 
of this bull has just freshened as a 
junior two-year-old and is doing splen- 
didly, about 50 pounds daily. 





Fred A. Lovering, president of the 
New Hampshire Holstein Club was 
also a delegate to the Council meeting. 
The matter of western cream ship- 
ments was the subject of some dis- 
cussion in the agricultural division, 
and a resolution was passed urging 
adoption of city regulations similar to 
the present one in Boston limiting im- 
portation of cream, except in cases of 
emergency. 





A meeting of Maine breeders and 
college and experiment station repre- 
sentatives was called by The New 
England States Holstein Association 
for the purpose of discussing ways and 
means of increasing official testing in 
Maine. This meeting was held in 
Portland on November 20th and was 
well attended. The Maine State Asso- 
ciation was represented by Directors 
L. E, McIntire and Harold J. Shaw. 





The Annual Meeting of the Maine 
Holstein-Friesian Association has been 
scheduled for the week of March 30, 
1931. 


The American Royal 


Friday, November 21st, was the 
occasion of a four-ring Dairy Day at 
the American Royal, the management 
having decided to have all four dairy 
breeds judged on that day. This was 
probably an excellent idea from the 
standpaint of the management and the 
paid customers, as well as the dairy 
press, but from the exhibitors’ view- 
point, the less said the better. The cus- 
tomary practice of trading help among 
the showmen of the various breeds did 
not work out here as all the dairy 
groups were being shown at the same 
time and many of the exhibitors were 
accordingly handicapped for help. 

Seventy head of good Black and 
Whites from four states provided 
about the same size Holstein show as 
is usually seen at Kansas City. Wis- 
consin Board of Control and Chapman 
of Missouri divided things up pretty 
evenly for top money, each winning 
eight blues. Wisconsin, however, 
brought out three of the four cham- 
pions, while Chapman tried to even 
things a little by taking seven seconds 
as against four for Wisconsin. Fire- 
stone Farms of Ohio brought out the 
additional champion, their famous 
twice Reserve All-American female, 
Johanna Pietertje Artis Creamelle, 
adding another to her good string of 
grand championships. G. G. Meyer of 
Kansas provided additional competi- 
tion in a number of classes and three 
4-H exhibitors—Fred Schell Jr., of 
Liberty and Violet Adams and E. C. 
Adams Jr., of Blue Springs—each tak- 
ing one third prize. 

The competition was much the same 
as at Wichita the preceding week, ex- 
cept for the absence of a number of 


the Kansas exhibitors, and with a few 
exceptions, notably in the younger 
classes, the placings of the judge, L., 
S. Gillette checked those of Axel Han- 
sen at Wichita fairly well. 

Gillette found his senior and grand 
champion bull in the Wisconsin two- 
year-old, Sir Ormsby Segis Mercedes 
21st, last year’s Reserve All-American 
junior yearling, who has had a rather 
up-and-down career this season. He 
also gave the “Tony” junior yearling 
his eight consecutive blue ribbon and 
his third successive junior champion- 
ship. He was also grand champion at 
Ak-Sar-Ben and Wichita. For his jun- 
ior champion heifer, Gillette selected 
the Wisconsin junior yearling, Jonsie 
Ollie, who will be remembered as Mos- 
crip’s choice for the blue at Waterloo.

Rosamond Korndyke Pet 616607 has 
just become the Champion Class B. 
producer over all ages for either one 
or two years. She is to date the 
only cow to make a Class B record 
above 1,100 lbs. fat or two Class B 
records above 1,000 lbs. fat. She was 
bred by James O. Cowl, Troy, Pa., 
and is now owned by Albert Winter, 
Mahwah, N. J., where both her 1,000- 
lb. fat records were made. 

The figures of her latest record are 
just announced by Supt. Horace W. 
Norton Jr. as 1,112.3 lbs. fat from 
29,678.1 lbs. milk with an average test 
of 3.7%, at the age of 9 years, 7 
months, 17 days. Early in her lacta- 
tion she made a strictly official seven- 
day record of 697.1 lbs. milk contain- 
ing 25.42 lbs. fat. In adidtion to this 
seven-day official test she had 18 other 
official test periods of which four 
were retests, one a three-day check 
test conducted by a supervisor from 
New York and one a four-day check 
test conducted by a supervisor from 
Maryland. Seven different supervisors 
were employed in the conduct of the 
test. 

This is the third year record to be 
made by this great cow, the last two 
of which were both over 1,000 Ibs. fat 
in Class B. As a five-year-old she 
made a Class A record of 909.9 Ibs. fat 
from 25,937.7 lbs. milk and came back 
at seven years old with what was 
then the second highest mature Class 
B record in the world—1,001.68 lbs. 
fat from 25,937.7 lbs. milk. Her lat- 
est record of 1,112.3 lbs. fat in Class 
B displaces that of the former ma- 
ture champion, Burke Fryslan Wal- 
dorf 757825, with 1,005.1 lbs. fat from 
27,742.4 lbs. milk, made at Iowana 
Farms some years ago. It also exceeds 
the senior four-year-old record of 
1,005.2 Ibs. fat made by Mechthilde 
Pontiac Segis Lady 687395 at Potten- 
ger Sanatorium, Monrovia, Calif.,

the highest Class B record over all 
ages. 

Her milk record of 29,678.1 lbs. is 
also a World’s record for the mature 
class, displacing that recently an-

nounced of 29,604.9 Ibs. 
Waldorf Jewel 1036823, owned by 
James Stark, Pawling, N. Y. The 
milk record over all ages, however, is 
still held by the California four-year- 
old, Mechthilde Pontiac Segis Lady, 
with 32,092.2 lbs. 

Rosamond Korndyke Pet, by her 
new record of 1,112.3 lbs. fat, takes 
21st place among cows in the Ad- 
vanced Registry of the Holstein-Fries- 
ian Association of America, regard- 
less of classification or age. She 
further becomes the 14th to make two 
records above 1,000 lbs. fat as well 
as the first to perform this feat in 
Class B. Her total of 2,113 lbs. fat 
in two lactations in Class B exceeds 
by nearly 300 Ibs. fat that of the 
former champion in this respect, 
Mechthilde Pontiac Segis Lady, with 
a total of 1,815.9 lbs. fat for two Class 
B records, both in heifer form. In 
third place is Burke Fryslan Waldorf 
with a total of 1,808.4 lbs. fat and 
in fourth place another Iowana mat- 
ron, Iowana Prima Donna 4th 757836, 
with a total of 1,783 lbs. fat. 

The new champion is sired by 
Nifty Korndyke Pet 184784, who has 
at least four crosses of Belle Korndyke 
breeding, being out of a daughter of 
Earl Korndyke De Kol (son of Belle 
Korndyke) and sired by Korndyke 
Pontiac Pet, a good proven son of 
Pontiac Korndyke and Pontiac Pet, 
the 38-lb. daughter of Pontiac Korn- 
dyke.

Princess De Ormsby 427124, one of 
the foundation cows at Maytag Dairy 
Farms, Newton, Iowa, died of heart 
failure on November 16, dropping 
dead in her stall and dying without 
a struggle.

She was bred by John Erick- 
son and was sold in the Erickson Dis- 
persal in 1924, being one of several 
daughters of “37th” purchased by Mr. 
Maytag at that time. 

In the Maytag herd, Princess De 
Ormsby founded a fine and promising 
family. Her first calf dropped in the 
herd was a daughter, Princess De 
Ormsby 9d, sired by Governor Fobes, 
who will soon finish a very creditable 
record in four-year-old form.

What bull, living or dead, actually 
boasts the highest average for year’s 
fat production for his two nearest 
dams? 

The correct answer to this question 
may have been in some doubt until 
June 24, 1930, when there was born 
at Carnation Milk Farms, Seattle, 
Washington, a bull calf known as Ear 
Tag No. 6443, whose two nearest dams 
average 1,208.7 lbs. fat or 1,510.88 lbs.

yearly average of any bull, living or- 
dead, nineteen of the twenty-two. 
tested having from 800 to just under 
1,200 lbs. fat and the entire list aver- 
aging 884.8 lbs. fat or 1,106 lbs. butter. 
This dam is in fact the highest record 
heifer under full age in the country. 
She broke he world’s record as a jun- 
ior two-year-old with 976.2 lbs. fat or 
1,220 lbs. butter, then at her next two. 
freshenings in heifer form made two. 
seven-day records above 41 lbs. butter, 
finishing her year as a senior four- 
year-old with 1,198.9 lbs. fat or 1,498.6 
Ibs. butter, American record for all 
ages under maturity. 

The sire’s dam of this young bulk 
is May Walker Ollie Homestead, 
whose record of 1,218.6 lbs. fat or- 
1,523.2 lbs. butter gtood for many 
year as the highest for any age or 
breed in the United States and now 
ranks second. This gives Ear Tag 
No. 6443 an average for his two near- 
est dams of 1,208.7 lbs. fat or 1,510 
lbs. butter—a world’s record average. 
It is interesting to note that although 
these two dams averaged over 30,000: 
lbs. milk, their average test was close 
to four per cent, his own dam making 
her record with an average of 4.1%, 
and his sire’s dam with 3.8%. Such 
production with such a high test is. 
practically unheard of except in this. 
bull. 

But the final factor that is causing 
visitors at Carnation Farms the great- 
est degree of enthusiasm is that the 
two highest testing heifers on test at 
Carnation Farms right now are re- 
spectively a full sister and a three- 
quarter sister to this bull.

ST. CROIX ASYLUM COUNTY ANNUAL SALE 

The annual reduction sale held by the St. Croix County Asylum, New Rich- 
mond, Wisconsin, took place on October 14. Thirty-nine head were sold to 
Minnesota and Wisconsin breeders for a total of $6005 or an average of $154, 
prices running from $30 up to $450. Twenty-seven of the animals offered were 
bulls, twenty-two of these from dams with long-time records averaging $171.60 
($85 to $450) and five from untested dams bringing an average of $91 ($30 to 
$160). The females offered included two with long-time records which aver- 
aged $167.50 ($160 and $175), six without records but from tested dams which 
averaged $150 ($130 to $175), three without records and from dams _ without 
records which averaged $138.33 ($130 to $150) and two heifers under two years 
of age each selling for $130. One being from a tested dam and another from 
an untested dam. 

Practically all of the bulls offered were sons of King Piebe Skylark Johanna, 
son of King Piebe and out of Neola Skylark Johanna, 565-lb, fat daughter of 
Neola Pansy (1054.25 lbs. fat, 25,573.9 lbs. milk). King Piebe Skylark Johanna 
29th, year-old son of King Piebe Skylark Johanna and out of Queen Piebe 
Laurinda, granddaughter of Sir Johanna Glen Ormsby recently completing a 
good two-year-old record, topped the sale at $450. Another son, King Piebe 
Skylark Johanna 40th, 10 months old, out of Queen Piebe Gelschecola, 800-Ib. 
fat daughter of North Star Gelschecola Champion, brought $405. King Piebe 
Skylark Johanna 38th, 11 months old, out of Queen Ormsby St. Croix, 692.7- 
Ib. granddaughter of K. P. O. P. and Sir P. O. M. 37th, old for $300. Several 
of the females offered were daughters of King Piebe Skylark Johanna and sold 
up to $175. The animals sold were all negative to the blood test for abortion 
and the St. Croix County Asylum herd is tuberculosis free accredited. R. H.

CHARLES W. LAMB DISPERSAL 

The dispersal of the well known herd of Charles W. Lamb took place on 
October 2 on the farm near Poolville, New York. The herd was full accredit- 
ed from the tuberculosis and negative to the blood test for abortion and result- 
ed in an average of $151.91 for the seventy-five head sold, or a total of $11.470. 
The offering included forty-six milking females which averaged $191.19,22 
heifers and calves which averaged $95 and seven young bulls which averaged 
$100.71. The number of baby calves operated to lower the general average. 
Seven of the milking females sold had 7-day records and averaged $258.57 ($160 
to $465), ten others were untested themselves but were from dams with records 
and averaged $170 ($60 to $240) and twenty-nine others untested and from un- 
tested dams averaged $182.59 ($85 to $270). Five of the heifers were from 
short- time record dams and averaged $120 .$25 to $175), two from long-time 
record dams averaged $80 ($30 and $130) and fifteen others, including several 
baby calves. from untested dams averaged $87.33 ($20 to $170). The bulls sold 
from $15 for a baby calf to $150 for a yearling. 

The top price of $465 was paid for Aletha Pontiac Cornucopia De Kol, a 
seven-year-old due to freshen right after the sale. She has a 7-day record in 
six-year-old form of 25.24 lbs. fat (31.55 lbs. butter), 655 Ibs. milk, with 102 Ibs.

“Sir Walker has sired 119 head of 
stock to date and should continue im- 
proving the Sullivan county farm 
herd for several more years,” Mr. 
Waugh points out. “He is one of the 
first purchases made in the better-sire 
campaign started in 1924 by the ex 
tension service of the University of 
New Hampshire and is a fine ex- 
ample of what a good sire will do 
for a herd. The use of a proven sire 
is the only practical way for the 
average dairyman to increase the pro- 
duction of his herd. Each of Sir Wal- 
ker’s six best daughters are produc- 
ing over $100 more butterfat than 
their dams. 


The average fat production of each 
of the six daughters is 426 nounds, as 
compared to an average of 291 pounds 
for each of their dams The respec- 
tive figures on milk production are 
12,148 pounds and 8,683. 

Sir Aaggie Walker, who was seven 
years of age last July, came from 
Mt. Hermon Colantha Nymphess, who 
produced 23,547 pounds of milk and 
985 pounds of butter.

This five-year-old is out of 
a cow, Queen Grace Pontiac, that 
made 1238 butter, 29,365 milk in a 
year. He is sired by Sir Pietertje

other bull, 

Forbes McDonald, young Holstein 
breeder of Pickford, heads his herd 
with a_ three-year-old bull from the 
Blythefield Farms, out of a cow that 
made almost 900 butter on three-time- 
a-day milking. 

In addition to these outstanding 
farmer-owned bulls there are the se- 
lect bulls in use at the State Institu- 
tion herds, Newberry State Hospital 
and Marquette State Prison; and at 
the U. P. Experiment Station at Chat- 
ham. 


The “farmer” bulls briefly describ- 
ed above are not all the good Holstein 
bulls in service in U. P. herds.

PUBLICITY AS REPORTED BY 
T. L. CLEARY 

Several thousand dollars worth of 
free publicity about Holstein-Friesian 
cattle featured the publicity in Octo- 
ber. St. Louis papers co-operated dur- 
ing the week of the National Dairy 
Exposition with 305 column inches 
about Holsteins that would have cost 
in paid advertising approximately 
$1,000. Early returns from the lim- 
ited clipping service shows 213 clip- 
pings totalling 1,153 inches from prac- 
tically every state in the Union and 
exclusive of the St. Louis papers. 
These returns were secured through 
the cooperation of the news services 
and by direct mail from the Extension 
Service Office. They do not include 
publicity in the agricultural maga- 
zines. 

During the month of October. 451 
stories (including 24 about the Nation- 
al Dairy Exposition) were prepared 
and distributed. These included 11 of 
national interest, 29 special stories, 12 
of state interest, one press associa- 
tion, 371 membership stories, and 27 
prefix stories. In addition to the 
above, a radio talk by Mr. Cooper gave 
the high points of the Dairy Show, 
information was secured for four stor- 
ies that was given direct to the re- 
porters, and the news photographer 
was assisted in preparing a picture 
and given suitable information to em- 
phasize its value. 

A total of 82 pictures was distribu- 
ted to illustrate Holstein stories, in- 
cluding 22 that were used in connec- 
tion with the Dairy Show.

Lady Bumblebee Cornflower 798049 
has closed a long-time test and is 
credited with 25,494.2 pounds of milk 
containing 1,086.2 pounds fat in 365 
days and showing an average of 4.3 
per cent fat in the milk. She fresh- 
ened at the age of 7 years, 7 months, 
20 days. Her sire is Pabst Korndyke 
Cornflower 256793, and her dam is 
Lady Longfield Bumble Bee 184561. 
She was bred by Mr. John Zoberlin, 
Plymouth, Wis., and is now owned by 
Mr. R. V. Rasmussen, Deerfield, III. 
At the age of 3 years, 8 months, 29 
days she was credited with 473.8 lbs. 
milk containing 19.71 pounds fat in 
7 days. During the lactation period 
just completed she had twenty of- 
ficial test periods of which six were 
retests, one a 3-day check test con- 
ducted by a supervisor from Michi- 
gan, and two were constant watch 
verification tests of 5 days each con- 
ducted by three supervisors, one from 
Illinois, one from Wisconsin, and one 
from Minesota. Eight different super- 
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visors were employed in the conduct 
of the test. Her production of 1,086.2 
lbs. fat gives her 31st place among 
cows producing above 1,000 lbs. fat 
and makes her the 153d _ Holstein- 
Friesian cow to produce more than 
1,000 lbs. fat in a year. 





The Brockton Agricultural Society 
is setting an example for other agri- 
cultural societies in the country by 
having such odd jobs as are usually 
allowed to remain until spring and 
summer done at this time, thereby 
assisting in solving the unemployment 
problem. The past season was not a 
prosperous one for any of the fairs 
and few of them have any large build- 
ing campaigns to carry out, if they are 
dependent upon the receipts of the 
recent fairs. The Brockton Fair is no 
exception but the management be- 
lieves in furnishing such employment 
as it can, even though the amount be 
relatively small, according to Promo- 
tion Manager Elroy S. Thompson. 

“In the past dozen years,” says Mr.

$200,000 each year has gone into the 
pockets of the people of Brockton to 
add to their purchasing power, just as 
truly as if it had been the amount of 
a factory payroll or money released 
from Christmas savings funds in the 
banks. The amount is one-third as 
large as that to be distributed through 
the Christmas savings funds in Brock- 
ton this year. 

“This figure of $200,000 does not in- 
clude many thousands of dollars paid 
for fireworks, trees, shrubbery and 
many other things purchased in towns 
adjacent to Brockton and within the 
Brockton shopping district; merely 
the money paid out for wages in 
Brockton and for material purchased 
of Brockton dealers.”

Winter Quarters for 4H Stock 


By R. G. CONNELLY, New Jersey Associate Extension Dairyman 


(Reprinted from October New Jersey 
Club Letter) 


Proper housing frequently plays as 
great a part as proper feeding in the 
economical production of milk. Dairy 
cows that are well fed with legume 
hays, good silage and a properly bal- 
anced grain mixture have the neces- 
sary raw materials from which to 
make all the milk their inherited pro- 
ducing abilities will allow. But if such 
cows are not comfortably housed, es- 
pecially during winter, much of the 
good feed they receive may be lost in 
low milk production. 


The dairy cow, unlike other farm 
live stock, is likely to suffer greatly 
when exposed to cold winds and rains. 
The feed she ordinarily eats to make 
milk may be diverted in her body to 
make the energy necessary to keep 
her warm and the et result is a low- 
ered milk flow. On the other hand, 
if protected from cold draughts and 
rains and having ready access to 





drinking water without going out into 
an open paddock for it, the chances 
are that the dairy cow will not draw 
heavily upon her daily ration for her 
body needs but instead will convert 
the bulk of her feed into milk. This 
is one reason why milking 4-H dairy 
cows should be properly housed. 


Exposure Retards Growth 


If milking cows are affected by ex- 
posure, growing calves and heifers 
may be equally affected. While the 
bodies of young stock may not be 
taxed by the production of milk, nev- 
ertheless they require favorable quar- 
ters in order to grow satisfactorily. 
Calves exposed to winter blasts burn 
up much valuable feed just to keep 
warm. If they are protected by prop- 
er housing such feed is used for growth 
and body development. From this 
standpoint adequate shelter is import- 
ant for growing young stock, especi- 
ally since the reduction in the cost of 
growing young stock depends greatly 





upon the continued uninterrupted 

growth of the animal from birth to 

maturity. 
Good Barns Pay Big Profits 

Aside from protecting the cows from 

all kinds of inclement weather, sub- 
stantial, well arranged barns make 
further contributions to the success 
of the dairy. Such barns should pro- 
vide better sanitation thereby making 
the cows more comfortable and inci- 
dentally more productive and profit- 
able. In addition those who much 
work in the barn are likely to be bet- 
ter satisfied and more efficient in a 
well lighted, well ventilated and con- 
veniently arranged barn, than in some 
barn that lacks these qualities. Hence 
the barn may play a big part in in- 
creasing the profits from the herd; 
for a dairyman or club member work- 
ing with good equipment in good sur- 
roundings is likely to take more in- 
terest in his work and get more pure 
enjoyment and profit out of it. 

How Can the 4H Club Member Im- 
prove the Quarters for His Cattle? 
Knowing the advantages of good 

quarters for dairy cattle in winter 

should induce the club member to 
make the quarters for his animals as 
comfortable as possible. It costs lit- 
tle, aside from the effort to thorough- 
ly clean the ceilings, walls, fixtures, 
fioors and windows of the barn every 
few weeks; yet such a practice may 
have a direct bearing upon the health 
of the cattle and upon the sanitary 
quality of the milk produced, and 
healthy vigorous cows are essential 
to the production of the high quality 
milk that consumers demand. 
Whitewashing walls and ceilings is 
not a particularly nice job, neverthe- 
less, white walls and ceilings make 
the interior of the dairy barn light and 
attractive. Furthermore. proper pre- 
liminary cleaning followed by thorough 
whitewashing tends to put cattle lice, 
ringworm, foul foot germs and other 
causes of cattle annoyance to route. 

Keeping the cattle comfortable and 

forestalling disease in this way is a 

simple way of making the bank ac- 

count climb. Unhealthy and uncom- 
fortable cows are most always inef- 
ficient cows. 


Then too, the club member might 
give some attention to the light and 
ventilation in the barn before housing 
his cattle for winter. More windows 
may be cut through the walls if neces- 











sary to allow more light. Some dairy- 
men, have found it to advantage to 
put a sash in the doors that lead di- 
rectly into the stable, thereby admit- 
ting more light. It is a good practice 
to provide as many windows as the 
wall space will allow and they should 
extend almost to the ceiling to allow 
the light to penetrate to the far side 
of the stable. 

As for ventilation, the windows may 
be made to serve as a practical venti- 
lating system. By hinging the bottom 
of the upper sash, in a two-sash win- 
dow to the wall so that the sash may 
be tilted in, and by providing side 
cheeks for the sash so that the air 
must enter the barn over the top of 
the windows, a simple system of ven- 
tilation may be provided. Regulating 
such a system will consist of opening 
the required number of windows to 
provide the desired amount of air 
movement in the stable. Such ventila- 
tion will help to keep down odors and 
will help to keep the barn dry and 
will contribute much to the health of 
the cows and the quality of the milk 
they produce, to say nothing of im- 
proving the conditions under which 
the club member or dairyman himself 
must work. 





DAIRY SHORT COURSES AT V. P. I. 


The Dairy Husbandry Department 
of the Virginia Polytechnic Institute 
will conduct a series of Dairy Short 
Courses during the month of February, 
1931. The cow testers’ course will 
run from February 2 to 14; the follow- 
ing week from February 16 to 21 will 
be given over to dairy farmers, taking 
up mainly feeding and management. 
The fourth week is arranged to give 
feed salesmen and dealers work to 
better acquaint them with the feed 
requirements of the farmer. 

Simultaneously with the above dairy 
production courses, there are offered 
Dairy Manufacturing Courses in But- 
termaking, Ice Cream Making, and 
testing dairy products for quality 
and composition. The Buttermakers’ 
Course, including the grading and con- 
trol work which relates to it, will be 
given from February 2 to 14. The 
Ice Cream Making course, including 
testing and control, will be held from 
February 16 to 28. 

These courses offer opportunity to 
those that are unable to spend a 
longer time in school to study this 
work. 

All these courses will be given in a 
practical way, therefore there are no 
entrance requirements for them, 

A registration fee of one dollar is 
charged. A limited number of stu- 
dents may room in the mens’ dormi- 
tory, and take their meals at the col- 
lege dining hall, at reasonable costs. 
There will also be available room and 
board in town.
